| Ring and Aue Missing. 

The police were told by the relatives 
that a $600 diamond ring that Denton 
had wern habitually was missing. It 
had been discovered that his automobile 
was not to be found. The police are 
looking for any persons who saw him 
after Juhe 2, when he disappeared, but 
have been unable so far to find any one. 

Blood on the rug Of a room upstairs 
and the finding of a revolver from 
which one cartridge had been fired led 
the police to believe that Benton had 
been murdered in the room and his 
body wrapped in the quilt from the bed 
there and then taken downstairs. 

On hasty examination {t appeared to 
the police and doctors that the skull 
had been broken and that death might 
have been due to a blow. 


_ Denton. Had Rented House. 

Denton had not been living at the 
house’ for some time, but had rented 
it to a woman, known as Mrs. R. C. 
Peet. She and another’ woman are 
said to have been his friends, and he is 
said to have spent much time at the 
house when Mrs. Péet had it, though 


he had rooms at an apartment hotel. | 


The present tenant, Mrs. T: T. Miller, 
told the police today that shé had 
rented the house from Mrs. Peet, how 
said to be in Denver.
